11. QUESTION; What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four Insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION; Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided iwo or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple Indexing, and provided that printers proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTIQN; Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing Is made at the end of ^ each five 
year period if there has been an/ change In 
information” which makes a new statement dlffar 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to^ the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used In filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form Is acceptable pro¬ 
vided It Is of the 91/2 by 11-Inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided It embraces all Items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma'/ be 
printed on the forms for Identification or Informa¬ 
tional purposes.

Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new retjuirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing.

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubicaflon? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub- 
icatlon until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority Is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or^ file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

"Suicide — 

Everywie's Problem" 

At some point i,n eveiy'- 
on’s life we all contemplate 
committing suicide. Yet for¬ 
tunately no one i.s 100 per 
cent suicidal, but the fact 
remains that in Los Angelos 
County, hundreds kill them¬ 
selves each year. 

No single group or class 
is exempt from .suicide. The 
only ingredient required is 
an individual submerged i,n 
his own despair. Statistics 
reveal that the n.umber of 
men committing suicide is 
three times larger than that 
of women, although women 
attempt .suicide more often 
than men. Whiles take their 
lives twice as many times as 
Negroes, college stude .n t s 
half again as much as their 
nan-college counter parts. 
Single people are twice as 
likely to take their life a.s a 
married person and .Siuicides 
among the elderly are statis- 
lically high. 

A typical Los Angeles sui¬ 
cide is a white Protestant 
male, in his fortie.s, married 
with two children. He i.s the 
family breadwirtner and a 
taxpayer. ’The sorrow his un¬ 
timely death brings to his 
family ca.nnot bo totaled, but 
the fina,nical burden on his 
family and community cost 
at least $50 thousand, from 
the cost of the coroner to the 
financial respo.n,sibility for 
the surviving members of 
the family. 

Until he dies, a suicide is 
begging to bo saved. Since 
people who kill themselves 
also want to live, and since 
acute suicidal states are 
temporary, that is, given the 
opportunity to clear their 
heads, almost all would 
choose to live, help should 
be offered to the suicidal. 
This is reason enough for 
communities to establ i s h 
suicide prevention centers as 
was done in Los Angeles In 
1958. This prototype profes¬ 
sional suicide prevention 
center was founded by Drs. 
Edwin S. Schneidma.n and 
Norman L. Farberow. Work¬ 
ing clo.scly with the Los 
Angeles County Coroner’s Of¬ 
fice, their studios indicate 
that person.? pla,nni.ng sui¬ 
cide unconsciously sign a 1 
their intentions before they 
act. 'Th.us the doctors rea¬ 
lized that most suicides 
could be detected and pre¬ 
vented. 

With Federal grant as- 
sista.nce from the National 
Institute of Mental Health, 
the Los Angeles Center grew 
into the first full scale sui¬ 
cide .prevention co.nter with 
a staff of psychiatrists, psy¬ 
chologists, solcal workers 
and a number of specially 
trained volunteers who help 
man the telephones. ’The 
Los Angeles Center’s opera¬ 
tion has become so widely 
known that more than 500 
perso.ns a month contact the 
24-ihour suicide prevention 
center for help. 

Almost everyone who seri¬ 
ously Intends suicide leaves 
clues to his imminent action. 
Fully three-fourths of all 
those who commit suicide 
have baen to a physician 
within at least four months 
of the .day on which they 
take their lives. Usually the 
suicidal’s attitude reflects it- 
■self in various verbal or be- 
havorial clues. Most obvious 
are the self-pitying cries of 
those who threaten “I’m go¬ 
ing to kill myself." They 
usually mean it, at least un¬ 
consciously. They just have¬ 
n't decided h.ow or when. 
Four out of five persons who 
kill themselves have at¬ 
tempted to do so at least 
one time previously. 

Of all the calls received at 
the Los Angeles suicide pre¬ 
vention center, fully 99 per 
cent of them are sincere. A 
third of them are made by 
.people who, although dis¬ 
tressed, are far from actual¬ 
ly attempt!,ng to take their 
lives. At least 10 per cent of 
all calls are made by people 
moderately to seriously sui¬ 
cidal, and of these, one out 
of six callers are on the 
verge of death. 

Th.e study of .suicide has 
evolved into the .study of its 
prevention. One aim is to de¬ 
velop effective anti-depres¬ 
sant drugs in the hope that 
by preventing blinding de¬ 
pressions, suicides will be 
curbed. 

Drugs will not prevent all 
.suicides. A heavy depen-

dence still rests with sui¬ 
cide prevention activities. 
Anotlier research project is 
probing tlio tendency of sui¬ 
cide being related to indivi¬ 
duals pecularities of reason¬ 
ing. Suicide notes clearly in¬ 
dicate that many suicides 
are at least 'n part the re¬ 
sult of faulty reasoning. 

Supervisor Warren M. Dorn 
commends the work of the 
Los Angeles .s.uicide preven¬ 
tion center, and urges al!
